WASHINGTON, May 26.—(P)— 
With a story of conditions in Chi- 
cago, where he said high school »oys 
and girls were rushing through sa- 
loon doors to immorality, F. Scott 
McBride, generai superintendent of 
the Anti-Saloon League, tonight urged 
prohibitionists to begin a new offen- 
sive. 

He said the major parties and 
President Roosevelt two years ago 
took stands against return of the sa- 
loon, but that since then the city 
celebrating a Century of Progress had 
witnessed “a century of retrogression” 
as far as the liquor problem was con- 
cerned.

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Trio of National Leaders Here 
Discuss War, Astronomy, Labor 


Three nationally known men, among 
the nine famous leaders in Atlanta to- 
day for Oglethorpe University’s com- 
mencement exercises, Saturday night 
gave opinions upon subjects with 
which they are most intimately ac 
qainted—war, astronomy and labor. 

Despite frequent thunder by the 
clouds of war, nations of the world 
are nearer peace today than ever be- 


fore. 
W. Earl Hopper, world peace ad- 
vocate who is using a forfune to sup- 
port his beliefs in mankind, and who 
is in Atlanta for the purpose of re- 
ceiving a degree of master of public 
service from Oglethorpe University, is 
of that opinion. 

“I am deeply appreciative that the 
one great obstacle to a permanent 
world-wide peace is nationalism,” Mr. 
Hopper said, “but I can not see any 
disquieting signals on the horizon in 
so far as the work for world peace 
is concerned, aay nation that would 
start a war at this time, in any sec- 
tion of the world, would commit in- 
ternational suicide. 

“I believe that the cause of world 
peace would be materially aided 
should the next disarmament confer- 
ence call into its citcle representatives 
of the youth of the nations involved. 
At least, the youth should be repre- 
sented even if by only one person. 

“In my creation of peace memorials 
in colleges and universities of the 
nation, and in some other nations, I 
am doing only that which I believe is 
my part in bringing about the end 
of all wars.” 

Mr. Hopper further indicated that 
should nations overcome the obstacle 
of nationalism a vast stride would be 
taken in the direction of universal 
peace, 

The peace advocate whose work 
has attracted attention not only ii 
America, but elsewhere, is 27 years 
of age. His official duties are as di- 
reetor of the Hall of Nations Museum, 
Asbury Park, N. J.

ica’s 200-inch mirror, may be determ- 
ined within a very few weeks, Dr. 
Francis Pease, astronomer at: Mount 
Wilson observatory, said Saturday. 
The noted scientist expressed doubt 


as to authenticity of reports that the 
big mirror would be defective when 
it was finally taken from the mould 
and prepared for removal to Califor- 
nia. , 


“The mirror is by far the largest 
single mirror of its kind ever pro- 
duced in this country,” Dr. Pease 
said. “It is now at the Corning Glass 
Works, Corning, N. Y. 

“The exact time of removing it 
from the moulds cannot be stated. 
“Should a defect appear, I am cer- 
tain it can be rectified. If by no oth- 
er means, the glass can be melted 
again and returned to the mould.” 
After removal of the glass, scien- 
tists will devote many more hours to 
its preparation, 

“The mirror must be polished to 
the point where the proper curve of 
the surface is exactly correct to one- 
tenth of a wave length of light, or 
approximately 1,-500,000th of an inch. 
A 120-inch mirror already has been 
completed. It will be used as an arti- 
ficial sky for ergy Swe perfecting 
the surface of the -inch mirror.” 
The mirror will be used in a tele- 
scope to be erected, probably in Cali- 
fornia. 

Power of this telescope, when com- 
pleted, will be such that should two 
lights of great candle power be placed 
within 300 feet of each other on the 
moon, which is 240,000 miles from 
the earth, astronomers here could de- 
termine that beams came from two 
separate and distinct lights.

‘Talmadge posed as a friend of the 
farmer and the laboring man.

“Understands” Fee Paid. 

“IT understand the pardon lawyer 
received a large fee for telling the 
governor what to do in this case. 
If this information is not correct, 
then the governor should tell the peo- 
ple just how much money his cam- 
paign manager received in this case 
and has received in a score of cases 
he represented in the last 18 months,” 
he continued. 

Saying that he advocated honesty 
on the part of public officials, Pittman 
hurled charge after charge against ¢he 
chief executive and the 40 members 
of his staff. The judge paid “his re- 
spects to the inseparable firm of 
Whitley, Talmadge, Howell, Lindley 
Camp and Charlie Stewart.” 

He said he would discuss later the 
“biggest campaign fund ever provided 
in a governor's race in Georgia” 
which he charged the governor's staff 
with building. Pittman also promised 
further attacks pn the governor for 
his differences with the national ad- 
ministration.

Favors “Emergency” Diversions. 


“Sth. As a matter of principle I am 
opposed to the diversion of highway 
funds, but since the present adminis- 
tration has been so negligent in its 
duty to the teachers, Confederate sol- 
diers and others entitled to payment 
from the state, an emergency has been 


-created in this state—an emergency 


which justifies a diversion. Therefore, 
I favor a diversion of such highway 
funds as are in the state treasury at 
the time of the convening of the next 
legislature—diversion made necessary 
by the neglect and inefficiency of the 
governor and those who have aided 
him in his administration.

NEW UTILITY CODE 


‘Publicly Operated Enter- 


prises Excluded From 
Revised Agreement. 


WASHINGTON, May 26.—(7)—~ 
Hugh S. Johnson announced today he 
would submit to President Roosevelt 
for approval, on or right after Mar 
31, a much revised code to cover the 
electric light and power industry. 
Simultaneously he requested all 
power companies to file with him he- 
fore that date statements of assent 
to the code if they desire to do so. 
The novel procedure was adopted 
because the code, subject of much 
controversy and clamor over the gov- 
ernment-ownership issue, has been re- 
written drastically since publie hear- 
ings were held at administration re- 
quest by the industry's code commit- 
tee. 


_ The most important of the 
visions expressly excludes from the 
code “federal, state, municipal, or 
other publicly operated plants, enter- 
prises or authorities” unless they yol- 
untarily desire to obligate themselves 
to any or all provisions. 
The code requires creation of a 23- 
member code authority selected from 
five districts; the members to be 
chosen in ratio to the kilowatt hour 
production in each district. 
It rules that sale of electric appli- 
ances by power companies shall be 
conducted under terms of the retai! 
code until early hearings are held 
to determine controversies which hare 
arisen on the point. 
There is no exemption from code 
compliance for companies whose pub- 
licly owned competitors may not be 
subscribing to code terms. There is 
no provision for a national power 
survey under the code, 

It establishes a basic 40-hour work 
week with extended exemptions. 

These points covered substantially 
all controversial code issues of thé 
utility field. The industry originally 
sought a code which would compel 
or make advisable compliance by the 
publicly owned plants, to place them 
on a straight competitive basis as far 
as labor. costs are concerned. 

Government agencies protested and 
NRA announced it had no jurisdiction 
to approve anything of the sort. ‘The 
power commission protested a code 
plan for a survey of electric resources 
which would have been conducted un- 
der direction of the industry, inelud- 
ing some representation of publie 
plants. The commission pointed out 
that it already had launched such a 
survey under orders from President 
Roosevelt.

REFRIGERATOR FIRMS 
WITHDRAW TVA ACTION 


The Beck & Gregg Hardware Com- 
pany and eight other dealers in elec- 
tric refrigerators here agreed in fed- 
eral district court Saturday to dis- 
miss their action against the Georgia 
Power Company, whom they had tem- 
porarily enjoined in Fulton superior 
court against selling TVA refrigera- 
tors. 

Judge William H. Barrett, of Au- 
gusta, who conducted the hearing for 
Judge E. Marvin Underwood, signed 
the dismissal order. 

The hearing Saturday was on the 
motion of the plaintiffs to remand 
their suit back to the superior court 
where they obtained the temporary 
injunction. Judge Barrett indicated 
that he would deny this motion. A 
conference of counsel was held and the 
plaintiffs agreed to withdraw their 
action. 

W. A. Sutherland, general counsel 
for the Tennessee Valley Authgrity, 
said he was satisfied that the plain- 
tiffs, after a conference with D. E. 
Lilienthal, head of the TVA, could 
have their differences with the power 
company adjusted. This conference 
probably will be held this week. 

Meanwhile the power company will 
continue to sell TVA refrigerators 
The dealers claimed that the TVA 
had conspired with the power com- 
pany in the sale of the TVA refrig- 
erators, promising it an enlarged .nar- 
ket for current if the refrigerators 
were handled. 

Judge Barrett said that competi- 
tion was a thing that could not be 
stopped, and he could see no evidence 
of a conspiracy. This informal opin- 
ion was delivered before the plain- 
tiffs agreed to withdraw their action. 

Following the hearing, the Geor- 
gia Power Company said it had in- 
vited all dealers in electric refrigera- 
tors to a meeting at the Capital City 
Club on Tuesday night. There, after 
a discussion of the situation, it was 
hoped that further progress in an 
amicable settlement of differences 
would be made.

SALES TAXIS OFFERED

Association Cites Defeat of 
Proposal in Kentucky as 
Illustration. 


The overwhelming defeat last week 


‘of a 3 per cent state sales tax by the 


house of representatiy ‘ of Kentucky 
is pointed to by the Georgia Mercan- 
tile Association as an illustration of 
the fate that awaits any state sales 
tax bill once the public becomes 
aroused and awakened to the fact 


that a sales tax is in reality a con- 
sumers’ tax which would require every 
person to pay a tax every time he 
makes a purchase in the state. In 
Kentucky a militant campaign was 
waged against the sales tax and in 
numerous instances the people, realiz- 
ing the unfairness of such a. tax, 
elected to the leigslature men who 
had pledged themselves to vote against 
the sales tax. 

The defeat of a state sales tax re- 
cently in Kentucky, Ohio, New York 
and other states, and the overwhelm- 
ing defeat administered by the voters 
of Birmingham, Ala., to a 1 per cent 
sales tax which was proposed by the 
Birmingham commissioners, the Geor- 
gia Mercantile Association points out, 
is evidence of the face that at last 
the people are becoming aroused to 
the fact that a sales tax is merely a 
device for shifting the tax burden to 
the backs of those least able to pay.

T0 TRANSMIT APPEALS 


Georgia Peace Officers Ask 
Change in 10-Day Limit 
Now Prescribed. 


The legislative .committee of the 
Georgia Peace Officers’ Association 


has before it proposals to petition the 
supreme court to change its rules 
and a petition to the legislature to 
change the law so superior court 
clerks may be allowed more than the 
prescribed 10 days to transmit ap- 
peals to higher courts. 

The committee was given the peti- 
tions in a resolution passed by the 
peace officers at their recent meeting 
in Columbus. 

The resolution pointed out that 
clerks must now transmit to the 
higher court a transcript of the rec- 
ord and the bill of exceptions within 
10 days after the bill is filed. 

It said the law makes no conces- 
sion for the length of the record, the 
pressure of other business or illness 
of the elerk. The resolution further 
said that the law fixing the time also 
provided that review courts could fix 
such rules “as the court may pre- 
scribe.” 

The supreme court then was peti- 
tioned to change the rule and the 
legislature was asked to amend the 
law to read that transcripts must be 
made in “10 days or as soon there- 
after as may be allowed by the trial 
court.” 

The résolution said that in four 
cases decided in 1930 it was held the 
review court was without jurisdiction 
because of failure of the superior 
clerk to transmit the record in the 
time allowed by law. 

In one of the cases, involving the 
clerk of the Thomas 6upérior court, 
the original plaintiff in the suit took 
the case into federal court ard was 
awarded a verdict of more than $10,- 
000 against the clerk.

Advocating consolidation of local 
governments to reduce taxes of De- 
Kalb and Fulton county residents 
from 10 to 25 per cent, former Mayor 
Pro Tem Alvin L. Richards, of At- 
lanta, Saturday announced his candi- 
dacy for councilman from the thir- 
teenth ward to succeed H. Parks Rusk, 
incumbent. 

Richards was the author of a 
measure, which council passed and 
which provided for establishment of 
the city and county of Atlanta, but 
the Georgia assembly failed to approve 
it 


During his service as a member of 
council, Richards was regarded as a 
progressive member and strved on 
practically every important commit- 
tee. 

He was consistent in his efforts to 
obtain a smaller council and Saturday, 
while expressing doubt that a mere 
reduction in the number of council 
will furnish any substantial relief, 
said he will vote to submit any pro- 
posed change in the form of the gor. 
ernment to the people and that if a 
substantial number demand it, will 
vote for it.

Richards’ Statement. 


I hereby announce myself a 
for council from the thirteenth ward, 
ject to the primary election to be 
September 26. 

When I retired as alderman from this 
ward on January 1 this year, it was my 
intention never to offer for the city coun- 
cil again, but a very great number of my 
friends in the ward have urged me toa 
stand again this year, and in response 
to their expressed desire I have decided 
to do sd. 

I served four years as alderman from 
this ward and I shall be glad to be judged 
by the record I made while in office. I, 
of course, made some mistakes, but ny 
experience has made me capable of ren- 
dering a still better service than I ren- 
dered before, and less likly to make mis- 
takes. 

When I was in office I stood for a Dusi- 
ness administration and will continue that 
policy if I am elected to council this year. 
Lack of funds has prevented the city gov- 
ernment from rendering its best service, 
but it is certain that the city cannot 
continue to spend more money than it 
takes in, and the sooner we stop try- 
ing to do this the better it will be for 
all concerned. I shall always work and 
vote for an equitable distribution and use 
of whatever funds we hare. 

I believe that some practical plan shou:d 
be adopted for consolidating the various 
local governments in our community, and 
thus, to some extent at least, relieve the 
burden of taxation, and at the same time 
enable us to render a better service. In 
1931 I introduced and had passed in the 
city council a request to the legislature 
to make the city of Atlanta as now con- 
stituted, or as it may be constituted in 
the future, a separate county, with a com- 
plete consolidation of city and county gov- 
ernments. I still believe that this would 
be the best solution of our local affairs, 
but from my experience with two sessions 
of the legislature since that time, I am 
convinced that this measure cannot be adopt- 
ed by the legislature at this time, or in 
the very near future, and rather than hold 
on to something which seems impossible of 
achievement I have abandoned this idea for 
the present, and now advocate the incor- 
poration of all of the territory in Fulton 
and DeKalb counties into one territorial 
subdivision few government purposes, to be 
governed by an executive and legislative 
body similar to the mayor and general 
council, with representations from all sec- 
tions, and exercising municipal and coun- 
ty functions inside the several municipali- 
ties in the territory, and county functions 
only in the territory outside the municipali- 
ties, with only one tax to be levied, but, 
of course, with a different rate in the coun- 
try and municipalities, but with a guaran- 
tee in the charter that the tax levied shall 
be from 10 to 25 per cent below the com- 
bined taxes now being paid. This plan 
need not interfere with the existence of the 
two counties as separate units. If this or 
some similar plan of consolidation is put 
into effect we will have plenty of money 
to expand our schools, sewers and make 
other improvements, and at the same time 
there will be no necessity for cutting sal- 
aries of school teachers or other em- 
ployes. 

This consolidation will require a constitu- 

onal amendment, but we have used this 
as an excuse for doing nothing so long 
that we could have amended the constitn- 
tion several times since the question of 
consolidation of government was first ad- 
vocated in this community. [f it is ime 
possible to get legislative backing for tiJs 
proposition I will vote to submit to the 
voters in a referendum any change in tie 
form of government that a substantial num- 
ber of our citizens may demand. It is my 
opinion, however, that a mere reduction 
in the number of councilmen in the present 
form of government will not furnish any 
substantial relief. 

In all matters which may come befocre 
the eity council for action I pledge to use 
my very best judgment in the interest 4 
all the people all the time.

Spring movements of Chile’s old 
standby products—copper and nitrate 
—continue to justify the encourage- 
ment many trade observers felt when 
earlier they surveyed the year just 
closed. 

While official figures are lacking 
the evident pick-up in the activities 
of both industries forms the basis 
for a certain amount of optimism. 

Copper men, although refusing to 
forecast for more than a period of 
three months, find Chilean metal 
well received in the world market 
as compared with that of competi- 
tors. Prices are strengthening. 

Spurred in part by compensation 
agreements with several European 
nations, shipments of Chilean nitrates 
are moving steadily through the Pan- 
ama canal. 

Chilean economy has a_ negative 
side, in which defaulted debts and 
frozen exchange are obvious in the 
foreground. But there is definitely 
a positive side, where may be noted 
a balanced budget, reduced unem- 
employment and a favorable trade 
balance. 

Revival of the copper and nitrate 
industries is reflected in this improv- 
ed internal condition. Chilean ex- 
ports increased by 21 per cent in 
1933. American consular’ figures 
credit 63 per cent of these exports 
to the two mineral industries. 

The country’s total export busi- 
ness during 1933 showed a gain from

No Good Can Come From 
Rubber Currency. 


ROME, May 26.—(#)—Iltaly, de- 
clared Premier Mussolini tonight, will 
stick firmly by the gold standard he- 
cause “we believe all nations will 
return to the gold standard.” 

“India-rubber currency,” he told the 
chamber of deputies in a two-hour 
address, “cannot last forever.” 

Italy's premier further announced, 
in a review of economic conditions, 
establishment of an iron-clad control 
over Italian exchanges and exports, 
in answer to what he called attempts 
by some Italians to speculate against 
their government.

hearing docketed before the commis- 
sion for Monday, which is called un- 
der the latter rule nisi, of May 10, 
and which is unchanged except for 
the amendment described. 

Chairman Wilhoit said Saturday 
that the commission probably would 
take up first, on Monday, the case 


of the Georgia Power & Light Com- 
pany of Valdosta, and the cases of 
the 10 telephone companies which 
have appealed to the federal courts 
against an earlier rate reduction or- 
der. He did not make any definite 
statement concerning the case of the 
railroads, declaring that nothing 
would be said about this prior to the 
opening of the hearings at 10 o’clock 
Monday morning. 

However, if the progrant as indi- 
cated is followed, it would postpone 
hearing on the railroad case for sev- 
eral days at least, and probably for 
a week or more, pending disposal of 
the hearings on the Valdosta concern 
and the telephone cumpanies. 

The federal court did not act on 
the new request Saturday. 

J Outline of Situation. 

As the situation stands the facts 
are these: 

Last fall the commission cited the 
railroads, held an inquiry early this 
year and followed the _ investigation 
with an order reducing rates approxi- 
mately 27 per cent. 

The railroads went to court and ob- 
tained an injunction which 1s in force 
and effect. 

Congress pas#d the Johnson act 
which forces the utilities to take all 
new rate cas.s into state instead of 
federal courts aud the commission is- 
sued a new rule nisi citing carriers 
once more to show cause why the rate 
should not be reduced. 

The railroads again went into court 
and asked for and obtained a tem- 
porary order restraining the commis- 
sion from conducting the inquiry on 
its second rule nisi, alleging that the 
cases were one and the same and that 
the matter still was in the federal 
courts, that because the Johnson act 
specified that new cases only had to 
go into state courts the federal courts 
still had jurisdiction over the teor- 
gia cases. 

Doubted Court’s Authority. 

Governor ‘Talmadge announced that 
he.did not believe the federal courts 
had legal authority to enjoin the con- 
ducting of the investigation and with- 
out saying so in so many words let it 
be known that an attempt would be 
made to hold the inquiry Monday. 

The commission’s action of Satur- 
day canceled the previous rule nisi 
which brought about the first federal 
court action and it asked the court 
to dissolve the order enjoining the old 
rates. 

So the matter stands 10 
o’clock Monday morning. 

The railroads have given no indi- 
catidn that they will be present to an- 
swer the rule Monday morning. 

What will happen if they don’t and 
what will happen if the commission 
proceeds despite the latest injunction 
order remains to be seen.

WASHINGTON, May 26.—(UP)— 
Uncle Sam's department of aero- 
nautics inspectors soon may be flit- 
ting about the country in vest pocket, 
wasp-like ships so small they can be 
parked in the back yard. 

At least that is the dream of Gene 
Vidal, director of aeronautics, depart- 
ment of commerce, who has called for 
bids on inexpensive, two-seated 
planes of the much-discussed, but nev- 
er-seen, flivver variety. 

Bidders, to qualify, must submit 
offers “embodying characteristics in 
design, construction and performance 
that probably cannot be met by auy 
American plane now in production.” 

For instance, Vidal says, the ships 
must not cost more than $700 each. 
They must have closed, convertible 
cockpits, a 300-mile cruising range, 
an all-metal fuselage, dual controls 
and last, but most important, they 
must be capable of clearing a 35-foot 
obstacle from a standing start S00 feet 
away. 

On landing the planes must stop 
within 400 feet of a 35-foot obstacle 
it has cleared.

HENDERSON URGES

Italy, Meanwhile, An- 
nounces Readiness To 
Begin Navy Construc- 
tion Up to Treaty Limits 


GENEVA, May 26.—(UP)—Des- 
perate attempts to postpone the fu- 
neral of world peace efforts, tenta- 
tively set for the reconvening of the 


arms conference on Tuesday, were 
made tonight under the leadership of 
the United States and Russia. 

Maxim Litvinoff, astute and out- 
spoken foreign commissar of soviet 
Russia, and Norman H. Davis, rep- 
resentative of President Roosevelt, 
were credited with planning to pre- 
vent indefinite adjournment of the 
conference and the turning back of its 
job to the council of the League of 
Nations, where it originated. 

Arthur Henderson, president of the 
conference, arrived from London ‘and 
was reported to be against sine die 
adjournment. His supporters said 
there is at least a chance that Lit- 
vinoff and Davis, supported by the 
small powers, would present new pro- 
posals to keep the conference alive. 

Davis, who arrives tomorrow morn- 
ing, was believed ready to propose 
international supervision of the traf- 
fic in arms. Litvinoff was expected 
to oppose adjournment of the con- 
ference, recommending consideration 
of security measures we on agree- 
ments and mutual assistance in event 
of the threat of war. 

Chances of their success were high- 
ly problematical, however. 

The opportunity to obtain a real 
disarmament treaty is gone and 
chances for an arms truce or stabili- 
zation of military establishments is 
virtually nil. Such is the opinion, in 
any case, of the delegates who for 28 
pessimistic months have wrestled with 
the political problems standing be- 
tween the idea-and realization of or- 
ganized peace on earth, 

Negative in results, the delegates’ 
work has given them a positive opin- 
ion: If something is not done soon, 
they believe, the world will be pitched 
into the maddest arms race ever wit- 
nessed. . 

However, they have no program for 
Tuesday. Another adjournment will 
not halt the race. Complete suspen- 
sion of the conference would give it 
fresh impetus. But they don’t know 
what to do about it. 

The least costly alternative sug- 
gested appears to be an indefinite ad- 
journment allowing further private ne- 
gotiations between France and Ger- 
many. ‘This course is likely to be 
chosen—but its practical results can 
in no way be foreseen. 


ITALY WILL PROCEED 
WITH NAVAL BUILDING 

ROME, May 26.—(UP)—In the 
face of the general collapse of world 
disarmament efforts, Premier Benito 
Mussolini informed parliament today 
that Italy will proceed with an ex- 
tensive air and naval building pro- 
gram. 

Italy will modernize her air forces 
by 1,000,000.000 lire ($85,000,000), he 
said, and will ‘use the 70,000 tons al- 
lotted to us by the Washington naval 
treaty.” 

Confidence in the Italian war spirit, 
if war must come, and preparation for 
the worst eventuality, with a prophecy 
that the “good old times” will not re- 
turn, was Mussolini's answer to to< 
day's troubled world. 

‘It is necessary to abandon any 
hope of a return of former times,” he 
said. “We must not, however, get 
alarmed, because recovery will surely 
return if pending political troubles are 
solved. The problems are represented 
by disarmament, the Saar, the Far 
East, ete. Europe must be rejuvenated, 

“Otherwise we will have to yield ta 
the dynamic forces of the United States 
and Japan. War is to man what ma- 
ternity is to a° woman. 

“From the philosophical and doce 
trinal viewpoint, I do not believe in 
«perpetual peace. Only a bloody effort 
can, reveal the great qualities of peo- 
~ and the qualities of the human 
soul, 


“The work of reconstruction with 
which we are engaged makes us wish 
for serious peace, but if other alterna- 
tives should occur, the Italian people

Fiction-Like Report of 
Mid-Georgia Sheriff 


Victorious in State-Wide 
Competition. 


By BRUCE. MANNING, 

How ‘two knots, cut from a plow 
line, furnished the clue which led 
Sheriff T. Sanders, of Wilkinson 
county, through a maze of confusing 
evidence to secure the conviction of 
three men in the brutal killing of 
two others has been revealed. 


Sheriff Sanders was designated at 
the recent convention of the Georgia 
County and Peace Officers Association 
at Columbus to-receive The Atlanta 
Constitution award for meritorious 
service during 1933. 

The brief of the case presented by 
the Georgia official demonstrates 
anew that American crime detection 
methods, even in the rural sections, 
are not lacking. in the glamorous 
finesse usually attributed to Europe- 
an detectives and especially to Scot- 
land Yard. 

It is another murder mystery solv- 
ed by deduction. Neither eyewitnesses, 
stool pigeons, to direct the authori- 
ties, or the oft-charged “third degree” 
figured in this case. ’ 

“IT never permitted anyone to use 
force or threats or promises of any 
kind—only questions, reasoning and 
argument,” said Sheriff Sanders in 
commenting on the case. 

Four Groups Held. ‘ 


It was on Sunday morning, April 
2, 1933, that the bodies of Ray But- 
ler and his brother-in-law, Lester 
Rutherford, were found by a negro 
on the Jeffersonville-Danville road. 
Butler's head was crushed, there were 
fingerprints on his neck and a knife 
wound in his cheek. Rutherford was 
sprawled over him. Rutherford’s 
skull had been hit with such force 
that it lay, in the shape of a saucer, 
10 feet from his body. 

Sheriff Sanders immediately called 
a coroner's jury and facts were 
brought to light which caused him 
to hold four separate groups of per- 
sons, totaling 13 people, for the 
crime. 

It was found that Ray Butler had 
played the fiddle for a dance at a 
near-by schoolhouse and Rutherford, 
the other murdered man, had played 
the guitar. ‘The dance was attended 
by about 75 people and broke up soon 
after midnight. 

Evidence was introduced which 
showed that many of the celebrants 
had been drinking and that Ray But- 
ler and his fiddle, a valuable instru- 
ment, over 70 years old, had been in- 
trusted to John T. Layton who prom- 
ised to see that both would be return- 
ed home safely. 

Fiddle Smashed. 


Layton attended the dance in the 
company of Hubie and Arnold Mc- 
Connell, and they drove there in a 


mule-drawn wagon, which they teth- 
ered to a tree some distance from the 
party. The trio had to pass the But- 
ler residente to get to their home. 


Inquiry revealed that the fiddle had 
been returned to Butler’s house, but 
that it had been smashed. It was in 
good condition when given to Layton. 

It was also found that Layton had 
spent the night with the McConnell 
boys and when officers arrived Sun- 
day morning they found Hubie Mc- 
Connell wearing a blood-splotched 
shirt. A small blood discoloration 
was also found on Arnold McConnell’s 
shirt. 

In their statement the trio said that 
they had tarried at the schoolhouse, 
in the company of Butler and Ruth- 
erford, after the others had gone home 
and that Butler and Rutherford had 
asked the three to wait while they 
went to a near-by heuse for liquor.

Net Tightens. 

Further investigation of the land 
near the tragedy revealed that some- 
one with a chip in his heel had 
walked to the bank of a stream there, 
presumably to wash his hands. A 
like chip was found in the heel of a 
shoe worn by Hubie McConnell. 

A piece of iron, about 5 or 6 feet 
long, weighing about 6 or 7 pounds, 
was found in the water. 


separately, to prevent conversation, 
but Arnold McConnell was incarcer- 
ated with a negro suspected of steal- 
ing chickens. He gave letailed in- 
struction to the negro to go to the 
stream and hide a piece of iron bar 
if he could find one there. 

The sheriff revealed that Arnold 
also told the negro that the cause of 
the fatal quarrel was nonpayment of 
a debt. Arnold said, according to 
Sheriff Sanders, that Ray Butler solu 
Hubie McConnell a rifle and Hubie 
never paid for it. 

At the time of the trial, when all 
defendants were held together, a 
deputy sheriff secreted himself where 
he could eavesdrop and_ heard the 
group severely criticize Arnold for 
his statement to the negro. One saN, 
“I don’t see why you went and told 
him for. You have gone and messed 
us up now, telling that damn negro.” 

All Convicted. 

The case was tried at the Novem- 
ber, 1933, term of court and Hubie 
McConnell was convicted for the 
death of Ray Butler. All-three were 
convicted for the killing of Ruther- 
ford, it being held that Rutherford 


had stooped over to aid Butler and 


had been killed then ‘because he was 
a witness to the crime. 

The cases were carried through the 
supreme court and the sentences were 
sustained by that body. All three are 
now serving life terms in the chain 


gang. 
Monumental Task. 

Sheriff T. Sanders traveled 8,000 
miles through five counties to inter- 
view witnesses and secure evidence. 
Fifty witnesses were required to com- 
plete the chain of circumstantial evi- 
dence and to exclude every other rea- 
sonable theory, save the guilt of the 
accused.

Sheriff Sanders was highly compli- 
mented at the convention for his han- 
dling of the Butler-Rutherford case, 
as it was pointed out that there were 
no eye-witnesses or confessions, but 
he was able to win a conviction that 
withstood the searching scrutiny of 
the supreme court.

“Dear Miss Amy Jones: I have 
truly taken the opportunity to write 
you a few lines to let you know that 
I am well at present and how my 
arrangements are at present. I can’t 
see how I can make my appearance 
as I would wish them to be at pres- 
ent. I can state to you the reason 
why. I want to get my corn planted 
before I make the only desire of one’s 

I planned to come and see 
I thought I would come at the 
time 1 told you. I think it will be 
about three weeks before I can get 
my corn planted, but if I don’t come 
before, don’t think hard of me. I 
hope you will write me. I wish you 
to be at home generally as when I 
come you will be there. 

Yours respectfully, 
“G. LOVINGOOD.”

“IN TRACK MEET 


Records Doomed in South- 
eastern Meet at Grant 
Field Saturday. 


The annual Southeastern A. A. U. 
track and field championships will be 
held on Grant field Saturday, June 
2, and from present indications many 
of the records are doomed to go by 
the boards. The distances will be 
measured in meters this year and 
there are a great many athletes in 
this section this year who are capable 
of better performances than these that 
were established in 1928, the last 
time metric distances were run in the 
southeast. 

The 100-meter dash record of 11 
seconds, held by Winfrey, of Tennes- 
see, can be beaten by two or three 
men this year. One meter is 39.37 
inches,, or 100 meters is 109 yards 1 
foot and 1 inch. This makes Win- 
frey’s performance just about’ the 
same as 100 yards in ten seconds. 
Walker, of Georgia Tech, can beat 
this four-tenths of a second, and both 
Alabama and Auburn have men who 
can beat it. Walker is in fine shape 
now and is ready for this meet. The 
muscle in his leg that was pulled at 
the Southeastern conference meet in 
Birmingham should be entirely healed 
by next Saturday. 

RECORDS IN DANGER. 

The 200-meter record of 22.5 sec- 
onds, held by Hoskins, of Birming- 
ham Athletic Club, is just about on 
a par with the 100-meter record, and 
it should also be beaten, weather be- 
ing favorable.

MLARNIN, ROSS © 
MEET MONDAY 


NEW YORK, May 26.—(4)—Main- 
ly to save himself a fat check, Jimmy 
McLarnin toiled on at his Atlantic 
City training camp today in prepara- 
tion for his welterweight title defense 
against Barney Ross Monday’ night. 

A little older, a trifle slower but 
hitting just as powerfully as ever, the 
pleasant-faced Celt already has round- 
ed into perfect condition. But $10,000 
in forfeit money depends upon his 
ability to make 145 pounds, two 
pounds under the welterweight limit, 
at noon Monday in accordance with 
a private agreement with Ross. That 
means Jimmy will get no real rest 
until after he has hopped on the 
scales, 

For Ross the training period ‘is over. 
The speedy lightweight champion 
from Chicago arrived in town last 
night from his camp at Ferndale, 
N. Y., and immediately installed him- 
self and his entourage in a mid-town 
hotel. He planned a brief drill in a 
gymnasium this afternoon, just enough 
work to keep him at razor-edge. 


Meanwhile the temperature of John 
H. Fan was rising rapidly. He hasn't 
been so excited over the little fellows 
since Benny Leonard's heyday. Madi- 
sou Square Garden officials announced 
the advance sale had crossed the 
$100,000 mark and reiterated their 
belief fully 70,000 would find their 
way into the Garden's Long Island 
bowl for the fight. With any sort of 
a break from the weather man, they 
figured the ‘gate’ would pass 
$250,000. 

The betting odds remained at even 
money despite the belief of many well- 
informed critics that McLarnin would | 
carry too much weight and hits too 
hard for Ross. The Chicagoan does 
not expect to scale more than 137 
pounds by fight time and thus will 
have to give away about 10 pounds 
to MecLarnin. Jimmy must make 145 
pounds at noon Monday but he will 
pick ‘up two, perhaps three, pounds 
before he enters the ring, about 8:40 
p. m., eastern standard time. 


But if the experts figure Ross can 
not concede so much weight and hope 
to win, the lightweight champion him- 
self is confident, 

“I'm in the best condition of my 
career,” he said. “I haven't a sign of 
excuse. MclLarnin can’t beat me.”

Fundamentalist Bloc of 
Northern Church Plans 
Tuesday Offensive. 


CLEVELAND, May 26.—(/)— 
Fundamentalists of the Presbyterian 
Church in the U. S. A., tonight girded 
themselves for a renewed conflict in 
the general assembly to halt what they 
believe is a gradual abandonment of 
some of the church's primary doc- 
trines, 

Defeated in one test yesterday aud 
another the previous day, the finda- 
rentalists will open the next assault 
Tuesday, by opposing the terms of a 
rending merger with tLe United Pre:- 
byterian Church of North America. 

Although unopposed to a union of 
the caonrenes, the fundamentalists, led 
by the Rev. H. MeAllister Grifft hs. 
of Philadelphia, will attempt to pre- 
vent adoption of a proposal to submit 
the preseni plan to the presbrster:es, 
and to carry the fight to the presby- 
teries, if necessary 

“This pan of union raises the is- 
sue between modernism and orthedoxy 
in a peculiarly acute form,” asserts 
the Rev. J. Gresham Machen. of Phil- 
adelphia, another of the fundamental- 
ist leaders. “People who are devoted 
to the truth of the Bible should cer- 
tainly oppose the plan of union. It 
undermines the authority of the Binle:;

DUTY INCREASED 
UN RUG IMPORTS — 


Action by Roosevelt Hail- 
ed as Aid to Southern 
Manufacturers. 


By GLADSTONE WILLIAMS. 

_ WASHINGTON, May 26.—In the 
first exercise of authority given him 
under the national recovery act to re- 
strict imports of major commodities. 
President Roosevelt today approved 
a substantial increase in duties on 
three classes of rugs imported chiefly 
from Japan in competition with 
American-made products. 

The order of the president has a 
pointed bearing on an important rug 
manufacturing plant at LaGrange, 
Ga., operated by the Calloway inter- 
ests and employing some 585 workers. 
Due to large Japanese importations 
In recent months, the company’s op- 
erations have been greatly curtailed, 
but the increased duties, it is said, 
will open the way for full-time opera- 
tions. 

Former Governor O. Max Gardner, 
of North Carolina, who appeared be- 
fore the tariff commission in behalf 
of the increase, predicted today that 
the White House order will enable 
many southern rug mills to resume 
full schedules. 

Acting under section 3 of the recor- 
ery act, drafted to protect American 
manufacturers against competitive 
factors arising from added costs from 
NRA activities, the president decided 
to impose the following fees in addi- 
tion to the duties provided by exist- 
ing law in each case: 

(1) On Chenille rugs wholly or in 
chief value of cotton, 15 cents per 
square yard. 

(2) On imitation Oriental rugs, 
wholly or in chief value of cotton, 23 
cents per square yard. 

(3) On rugs, wholly or in ehief 
value of eotton (except grass or rice

SOUTHERN BODY FAVORS 
NEW RETIREMENT PLAN

The general assembly of the Presby- 
terian Church in the United States 
today approved a proposal providing 
for retirement at the age of 70 vears 
of executive secretaries, the stated 
clerk and other officials elected by 
the assembly. but deferred action upon 
a recommendation that the number of 
commissioners to the annual meeting 
be reduced. 

Opposition to the change was 
launched by Dr. Ernest Thompson, of 
Charleston, W. Va., the retiring mod- 
erator, who moved that each presby- 
tery be allowed to send one minister 
and one ruling elder, with additional 
commissioners as may be determined 
by its membership. to the assembly. 

He was joined by Charles F. Cole, 
of Richmond. Va.. Dr. F. M. Ewers, 
of Somerset, Ky., Joe A. Sloan, of San 
Benito, Texas, and the Rev. E. F. 
Deutsch, of Bay City Texas. 

The opposing view was taken by 
H. W. Carothers, of Houston, Texas, 
The Rev. W. R. Minter, of Austin, 
Texas, and J. B. Hunt, of Dallas, 
Texas. 

The committee’s recommendation 
was that no prebytery be entitled to 
more than 2 ministers and the same 
number of laymen.

ATLANTAN URGES 
BASE MAP OF U. S. 
IN PLANNING WORK 


WASHINGTON, May 26.—(>)— 
Preparation of a base map of the en- 
tire country as an essential part of 
the government long-range planning 
program was urged before the nation- 
al planning board today by Frederick 
H. McDonald, Atlanta, director of 
the emergency mapping activities in 
Georgia. 

The Georgian set forth that if the 
country should be invaded the artil- 
lery of the United States would be 
useless, “for the government has com- 
pleted no base map accurate enough 
to give the co-ordinates for precise in- 
direct gunfire.” 

In peacetime, McDonald said, base 
maps were needed to give the topogra- 
phy of the land, its rivers and drain- 
age, its meta] and mineral contents 
and its soil characteriatics. 

Without accurate maps, he told 
Frederick A. Delano, planning board 
chairman, in a memorandum left with 
the board, “no planning program can 
budge out of the talking stage.”’ 

He said present unco-ordinated 
mapping activities in various states 
with relief money was inadequate, 
and urged a_ nation-wide program 
which he estimated would put 10,000 
engineers to work.

NEW YORK, May 26.—Despite the 
many perplexing problems with which 
business has-had to contend, it may 
be said that the stock market has act- 
ed in good style the past week. 

It has paid little attention to the 
threatened strike in the steel industry 
next month, but is being influenced 
chiefly by absorption, based on be- 
lief that business sentiment and condi- 
tions will improve with the adjourn- 
men of congress, and _ anticipated 
amendments to the securities act, 
which should usher in an era of new 
financing. 

Wall Street remains _ inflation- 
minded. Passage by the house of the 
bank deposit guarantee bill is, of 
course, inflationary and should have 
the effect of making credit more wide- 
ly available. Another straw in the di- 
rection of inflation is to be found in 
the opinion of the United States treas- 
ury expert, who helped draft the 
silver legislation, that the measure 
would lift rather than lower the value 
of the white metal. 

As an immediate market factor, the 
president’s silver program had no ef- 
fect, but, from a long-range viewpoint, 
the new silver legislation 


offers a 
strong argument that the speculativemanipulation of the dollar. 


expectation of eventual inflation is 
soundly based. And this fact should 
result in supporting the stock market 
despite the more immediate discour- 
aging factors. 

Well-informed people in the finan- 
cial district declare there is a general 
underestimation of the significance of 
the administration’s silver program, 
and that it does not comprise a harm- 
less compromise with  silver-minded 
congressmen. The idea of President 
Roosevelt, it is believed, is to estab- 
lish a unity of gold and silver in a 
metallic monetary base, in co-opera- 
tion with the world’s nations, if pos- 
sible, but independently, if necessary. 

Considerable’ significance is at- 
tached to the remarks of the presi- 
dent in his congressional address on 
silver in which he hinted at further 
dollar manipulation, which, naturally, 
has led to the belief in some quar- 
ters that the price of gold may again 
be advanced. The gold shares have 
been persistently bought on such pros- 
pects. Silver shares also have come 
in for attention on the part of buyers. 

Of course, the more conservative 
investors are confining their purchases 
to bonds and prefererd stocks, but, 
with inflation prospects expected to 
become stronger, equities which carry 
attractive dividends and are backed 
by increasing earnings should  ben- 
efit most marketwise by any further

THE OLD-TIME MAYPOP. 

_A little three line item in a re- 
cént issue of The Constitution, 
which stated that New South Wales, 
Australia, is reviving cultivation of 
the passion vine for its fruit, may 
result in the development of a new 
fruit crop which will be of great 
monetary value to the farmers of 
this section and supply to the pub- 
lic an article of food that appears 
to be very highly regarded in Aus- 
tralia. 

The item in The Constitution 
was read by Mr. Clarence King, a 
farmer living near Egypt, Ga., who 
was in Australia three years ago. 
In a letter to The Constitution Mr. 
King states that the ships to and 
from Australia served passion fruit 
in many styles, and in the cities of 
that country the soft drink estab- 
lishments and all restaurants, large 
and small, served various salads and 
fruit mixtures with passion fruit 
the main ingredient. 

Finding the passion fruit much 
to his liking and observing its gen- 
eral use in Australia, on his return 
to Georgia Mr. King inquired of 
Otis Woodard, horticulturist at the 
Georgia Coastal Plain Experiment 
Station at Tifton, regarding the pas- 
sion vine, asking if it could be culti- 
vated in this section. 

It must have been quite a sur- 


prise to Mr. King to hear from Mr. 


Woodard that ‘‘the passion plant to 
which you refer is commonly known 
in this section as maypop. It grows 
as volunteer plants in cultivated 
fields and is sometimes a rather 
annoying pest. I have never ob- 
served this plant under cultivation, 
but inasmuch as it is native to this 
section I see no reason why it could 
not be successfully cultivated.” 

Less than a century ago the to- 
mato was called “love apple’’ and 
was thought to be poisonous; now 
it is highly regarded as an article 
of food, is one of the remunera- 
tive crops for farmers, and canned 
or processed in many forms takes 
its place among other popular arti- 
cles in the food industry. 

Like the tomato, the common 
maypop, now despised and regard- 
ed as a weed pest, may have a bril- 
liant and useful future, bringing to 
farmers a new source of revenue, 
to canners and food processors a 
new article for their industry, and 
to the tables of the section a new 
fruit delicacy. 

Mr. King states that he has eaten 
the passion fruit both fresh and 
canned and observed no more dif- 
ference in the taste than occurs in 
the processing of our familiar 
fruits. 

Identification of our native may- 
pop as the passion fruit of Aus- 
tralia and assurance that the fruit of 
this plant is a delicious article of 
food, open up the possibilities of 
a great industry. As the plant is 
of the volunteer nature it is quite 
evident that it may be grown with 
little trouble, and under cultiva- 
tion, with the care and intensive 
culture given to the tomato, it 
should develop into a veritable gold 
mine for the farmers of this section.

The French na- 
tion mercilessly exterminated. Russia 
turned into a colony for German farm- 
ers. Holland placed where it belongs: 
in the German Reich. The same with 
Belgium and Switzerland. The Scan- 
dinavian countries under control of 
Berlin and “Deutschland Ueber Al- 
lies” in the whole world, including the 
American continent—there you have 
in a nutshell the military program as 
taught the German youth in all the 
higher institutions of learning in the 
nazified Reich. The program resem- 
bles in every detail that old ambitious 
dream of the tacticians of Van-Ger- 
manism General von Bernardi and 
Professor Treitschke, which it took a 
world in arms to destroy in 1918. 

“We take extreme pleasure in medi- 
tating on the destruction of the 
haughty English nation. . .. We 
known that its destruction will come 
sooner or later. ... For the English 
are invincible only in appearance. ... 
The day is coming when the strong 
hand of a foreign conquerer will rest 
on England, as happened once before 
in 1066. England will then lose her 
rich colonial empire.” 

This is Professor Ewald Banse 
speaking. Professor Banse is the gen- 
tleman who is teaching the science of 
war to the rising generation in Ger- 
many. He occupies a chair at the 
Polytechnical University in Bruns- 
wick and his text-books are in use in 
all German high schols. Those. text- 
books may not be exported or shown 
to foreigners. When a London pub- 
lisher nevertheless got hold of a copy

Nazi agents. 

“It is quite necessary,” says Pro- 
fessor Banse in that book, “for the 
good of the world that a series of wars 
without pity are launched against 
France. That nation simply has to 
be exterminated, there is no other 
remedy. With a nation so bellicose, 
so ambitious, so determined and so 
brutal as France, there can be no 
peaceful relations and no neighbor- 
liness. The history of the four last 
centuries have conclusively shown this. 
The only question is to devour or be 
devoured. It is, of course, preferable, 
that the final victory in a war of the 
future goes to a peaceful nation like 
Germany rather than to a warlike and 
greedy nation like the French.” 

_ The professor goes the rounds of 
Europe, looking from one nation to 
the other. Everywhere he sees peo- 
ples who are “not worthy to exist” 
and for whom it would be best if 
they were simply wiped out, or, some- 
times he is a little more merciful, 
completely Germanized. 

The question is: does a man like 
Professor Ewald speak the mind of 
the present German government, or 
are his books only the brain storm of 
stome fantastic joker. The _ profes- 
sor is in dead earnest and his books, 
particularly the book from which the 
above few short excerpts are extract- 
ed, is on the curriculum of all Ger- 
man high schools and universities and 
was placed there by the new minister 
of education in the Hitler cabinet. 


Plan Is Suggested For 
Elimination of Scrub 
Beef and Dairy Sires 


Editor Constitution: One of the 
greatest detriments to Georgia and 
some of our neighboring states is the 
preponderance of scrub bulls, both of 
the beef and dairy types. The remedy 
for this situation is elimination of 
the scrub sires, replacing them with 
bulls of the pure bred type. 

The province of Ontario, in co-op- 
eration with the Canadian govern- 
ment, has put into operation a plan 
whereby owners of scrub bulls are aid- 
ed in getting rid of these detriments 
to the beef cattle and dairy interests, 
and securing in their place sires that 
will grade up the quality of their 
herds, 

Under the agricultural adjustment 
administration the federal government 
IS arranging a program for the cattle 
industry which involves benefit pay- 
ments to producers, financed in part 
by a moderate processing tax. A cat- 
tle conference is to be held in Atlanta 
on Monday, May 28, at which a start 
will be made in formulating plans to 
carry out the program of the admin- 
istration. 

The Georgia Beef Cattle Raisers’ 
Association was organized for the 
purpose of aiding in every legitimate 
way the cattle industry of the state, 
and its officers will urge upon cattle- 
men at this conference the adoption of 
the principle embodied in the Ontario 
plan, modified to suit requirements of 
this section. 

This would eall for a government 
bonus of 40 per cent on bulls of XXX 
class; 25 per cent on XX class, and 
15 per cent on X class, with a maxi- 
mum payment of $50 and a minimum 
payment of $10 for bulls in commer- 
cial herds. For bulls for use in reg- 
istered herds and solely on pure bred 
females the same per cent bonus, with 
a maximum of $75 and a minimum of 
$15. Grades of bulls to be determined 
by inspection by breed, or state, or 
AAA inspectors, and conforming to 
accepted standards. Dairy bull classi- 
fications as to milk producing ances- 
try as shown by tests. Beef bull classi- 
fications as to individual quality and 
breeding. 

For each bull destined for use in a 
commercial herd, on which a bonus 
is paid, the owner shall furnish one 
cull or scrub bull over 12. months old 
to be castrated by or in the presence 
of the inspector. 

For each bull destined for use in 
a pure bred herd and for which a 
bonus is paid, the owner shall furnish 
one scrub or cull registered bull, to 
be castrated by or in the presence of 
the inspector; or shall furnish for 
cancellation of registration two pure- 
bred females. 

For transportation over a distance 
to be decided upon, the government 
shall furnish 25 per cent of trans- 
portation, with a gaximum of $20 
and a minimum of $2.50. 

Operation of this plan will not in- 
crease cattle holdings. but will elim- 
inate the scrubs, and governmental

Everyday Questions

Do you believe a United States 
of Europe is possible? 

Possible, but hardly probable yet. 
The League of Nations is founded on 
the assumption that all the world's 
peoples have rights and _ responsibil- 
ities which every nation is bound to 
recognize and respect. It envisages 
a world order within which every 
country may develop its own cultural 
life in security. But the League con- 
fronts the difficulty that the gulf be- 
tween separate nations and the hu- 
man race at large is too wide to be 
readily bridged. 

Europe faces the same difficult 
in a lesser degree. She has a cul- 
tural unity to which Greece and 
Rome, Judaism and the Christian 
church have contributed. She has 
given Asia, America and parts: of 
Africa as much of her traditional 
life as they are willing or able to ab- 
sorb. But her political and economic 
unity are still sadly to seek. Never- 
theless the search must be continued 
if she would protect the spiritual 
values she has inherited. These val- 
ues are challenged by her national 
dissociations and disputes. 

Through a federation of Europe 
such as our republic has is out of the 
question, some looser association sim- 
ilar in construction to that of the 
League of Nations might prove prac- 
tical. It would foster the develop- 
ment of a continental consciousness, 
promote the sense of common inter- 
ests and duties, and prove an effec- 
tive influence for peace. The lack 
of adequate machinery to formulgte 
such an association is leading toe 
recurrence of ententes and their ton- 
sequent balances of power familiar to 
students of the European situation 
before 1914. If these could be drawn 
into a oneness founded not on a sec- 
tional but a continental basis, the 
late M. Briand’s dream would — be 
partly realized. You may recall how- 
ever, that when he endeavored to 
bring about a larger European unity, 
his effort failed to secure an adequate 
response.

Our boy wants to a me- 
chanic and his mother feels he 
should aim higher because of the 
family’s social standing.

What shall we do? 

Give him his head. A job of any 
kind just now is a prize. It is often 
a serious blunder to force a lad out 
of the channel of his natural bent 
when he is old enough to know what 
he wants and why. I recently read 
of a similar problem to yours. It be- 
gan with a_ boy, who after leaving 
the grade school, became a mechanics 
helper, later going from that into fac- 
tory work. But his mother loved the 
white collar brigade and never rested 
till she had placed him on an office 
stool with a pen in his hand. 

There he made no prograss whatso- 
ever and finally lost his place. At the 
adjustment service bureau, where he 
was put through some tests, he show- 
ed no clerical ability, but good gen- 
eral intelligence and marked mechani- 
eal aptitudes. After losing several 
years of valuable time he is now back 
at the lathe, and the hum of wheels 
and power belts make the music he 
likes best. 

Vocational analysis is probably of 
some value in determining what can 
be expected from a youth at the 
start. But is a very dubious science 
since it deals too much with mere 
prophecy based on very meager facts 
with the unknown factors so numerous 
as to make its conclusions little else 
than mere guesses. 

Your son's suecess depends first on 
himself and then on the correspond- 
ence between his task and his natural 
and acquired abilities. You might tell 
his mother not to be so tender in her 
treatment of him as to result in real 
hardship. And as for social stand- 
ing, just now that is lowest in many 
pretentious circles of yesterday, and 
highest in the groups relying on push 
and pull.

This 
world seems very beautiful to us, 
and the things about us seem to have 
a very genuine importance, so that 
it is hard to accept a religion which 
would withdraw our attention from 
them. 

Creator In Creation. 

Is it not true that most people who 
accept this teaching, do so by making 
a compromise? They try to give a 
a portion of their lives to what they 
call “practical” affairs, and then a 
portion of time to withdraw and con- 
template the “unseen and_ eternal 
things.” It is such an impossible task 
which they give themselves. We can 
not really think of God as a mere 
abstraction of power, . justice and 
mercy. We must think of Him in re- 
lation to the universe and to people. 
We can only think of eternity in terms 
of time. Eternity is only a very, very 
long time to us, and instinctively we 
measure it by days and years. The 
moment we attempt to divorce our re- 
ligion from the life about us, it be- 
comes unprofitable and unfruitful of 
any real help. 

I love to read the account of crea- 
tion in Genesis, where it is recorded 
after each of the series of creative 
acts: “And Jehovah saw that it was 
good.” While, of course, this is not 
a scientific record, I believe it isa 
true revelation of God's attitude to- 
ward the world which He had created. 
Then surely He would not put us here 
in the midst of these things which 
we can gee and touch, and want us to 
ignore them.

Stand Watie were outstanding men of 
the Cherokee nation. Sequova (George 
Guess) was the Georgia Cherokee In- 
dian who invented the syllable alpha- 
bet of his people in 1821. 
| The high position occupied’ by 
woman among the Cherokees lifts them 
above many of their Amerindian kin- 
dred. The upper Cherokees were ag- 
riculturists, raising large crops of 
‘corn, beans and pumpkins. ‘The low- 
er Cherokees were chiefly huntsmen. 
‘The Creek Indians in middle and 
southwest Georgia were agriculturists, 
‘according to DeSoto’s men in 1540, 
they also preserved plums by drying 
them, made oil from bears’ fat and 
walnuts, and used native fruits as 
well as meats from the hunt. They 
} also knew the arts of painting and 
| weaving. The agriculturists were 
‘thrifty in both nations, but the hunts- 
‘men had scant provisions, and in the 
lower Cherokee country DeSoto men- 
‘tions difficulty in obtaining corn and 
food for his army. 
Records of Cherokees. 

The first mention of the Cherokees 
in the Carolina records is that by 
Henry Woodward in his account of 
the journey in 1674. While on the 
Savannah river, he learned that the 
“Cherokees” lived on its “upper 
branches and that they were at con- 
tinual war with the lower tribes visit- 
ed by him. 

It seems certain that James Moore 
was in the Cherokee country while on 
a journey described in a letter to Ed- 
ward Randolph, March 1, 1689. He 
mentions “seven sorts of ore or min- 


j 


eral stones,’ and says that he was in- 
formed that the Spaniards had been 
at work within 20 miles. ‘The na- 
tives described to me their bellows and 
furnaces and said they killed — the 
Spaniards for fear they should make 
slaves of them to work in their mines.” 

Traders from Charles Town were 
among the Cherokees as early as 1690. 
The Tennessee river was used as a 
trade route as early as 1699 by the 
Carolinians. 

In 1714-15 Colonel George Chicken 
was sent on an expedition into the 
Cherokee country to hold them to the 
interests of the English and to pre- 
vent their alliance with the French 
or Spanish. 

In 1721 the Spanish had returned 
to Pensacola and with the French had 
stirred up strife among the Indians. 
George Chicken was made one of the 
three commissioners on Indian af- 
fairs and in 1724 he succeeded to the 
sole agency of the several nations of 
Indians. In 1725 Chicken was again 
sent by Governor Middleton to per- 
suade the Cherokees to maintain 
peace with the Creeks. 

Sir Alexander Cumming in 1729-30 
traveled among the Cherokees and 
was accompanied by Colonel George 
Chicken. ‘They endeavored to secure 
the friendship of the Indians for the 
English. 

Recent writers on the history of the 
colonial period treat Cumming’s jour- 
ney and the London treaty that fol- 
lowed as the incident which finally 
secured for the English the friend- 
ship of the Cherokees—‘‘but for which 
the settlement of Georgia would have 
been impossible.”

The first Continental congress in 
1774 resolved that no English colony 
in America should buy anything 
or sell anything to England. 
act of congress was a 
force which played no small part in 
drawing Georgia into casting her lot 
with her 12 sister colonies. Georgia 
had not been represented in the first 
congress and as a result had been 
severely taken to task by the patriots 
in the other colonies. Governor 
Wright had been able by his skill 
in manipulating men and movements 
to prevent any definite acts of co- 
operation with the congress 
Georgia “liberty boys.” 

When the first provincial congress 
of Georgia adjourned early in 
the leaders of the revolutionary cause 
felt that (Georgia should be condemn- 
ed rather than excused for having had 
no part in the proceedings of the year 
before.

_WASHINGTON, May 25.—(Spe- 
cial.)—-Congressman Carl Vinson, of 
Georgia, has had an interesting cor- 
respondence with the forestry service 
of the United States department of 
agriculture concerning the extension 
of the forestry activities of the govern- 
ment to the interior of the state. 

As the law now stands the federal 
government must confine the purchase 
and the care of forestry lands to the 
mountain sections of Georgia, though 
special exception is made in behalf 
of Okefenokee swamp. 

Before the government could pur- 
chase forestry reserve lands, even in 
the mountain sections, it was neces- 
sary for the state to pass a law per- 
mitting the acquirement of such lands 
by the federal government. A law 
was enacted by the general assenfbly 
authorizing the purchase of land by 
the federal government, but confin- 
ing such purchases to the mountain 
section and the Okefenokee swamp. 

Congressman Vinson took up with 
the forestry department the matter of 
extending the area in which these 
purchases may be made by the gov- 
ernment and asking for a_ written 
opinion as regards the matter. 

He recently received the following 
interesting reply from Joseph C. Kir- 
cher, regional forester of the forest 
service of the department of agri- 
culture: 

Forestry Head Explains Situation. 

Washington, D. C., March 12, 1934. 
Hon. Carl Vinson, 

House of Representatives. 

Dear Mr. Vinson: Reference is 
made to your letter of February 13 
and related correspondence, regarding 
the extension of national forest pur- 
chases to lands south of the moun- 
tain region of Georgia, and your re- 
quest that I comment on the forest 
conditions of your state. 

The Georgia state enabling act, au- 
thorizing the purchase of land by the 
federal government for national for- 
est purposes, states in part: 

“The consent of the state of Georgia 
be and is hereby given to the acquisition 
, . Of such lands in the mountain region 
of Georgia, and in the Okefenokee swamp 
as in the opinion of the state and fed- 
eral government may be needed for the 
establishrrent of national forest reserves, 
forest experimental stations, wild life sanc- 
tuaries, or for any development purposes 
best suited on these lands to be acquired 
by the United States; provided that the 


state shall maintain concurrent jurias-iic- 
tion, etc.’’ 


This clause has been interpreted by 
the federal government as confining 
its land purchase program for nation- 
al forest purposes to the mountaim 
lands in the northern portion of Geor- 
gia and to Okefenokee swamp. Pur- 
chases have been confined to the 
mountains of north Georgia wher2 
310,309 acres have been acquired and 
the completion of the program there 
will require the purchase of 251,379 
acres additional. The Okefenokee 
swamp is not considered suitable for 
a national forest, and no purchases 
are contemplated here. Under this 
program, the mountain forests will be 
weli taken care of. A large portion 
of the true forest land there will come 
under federal ownership, where it will 
be rehabilitated in the interests of 
watershed protection and timber pro- 
duction and these areas will in the 
future become a great asset to the 
state note only from a commercial 
standpoint, but also for recreation. 

In the remainder of the state the 
commercial forest area is about 20.- 
000,000 acres divided between the for- 
ests of the Piedmont region and the 
fiat coastal plain along the Atlantic 
seaboard. The coastal plain is one of 
the .most productive forest regions in 
the United States, and in many in- 
stances private owners are managing 
their timberlands so that they will 
continue to produce forest crops. Soil 
erosion here is not serious because 
of the flat nature of the country. In 
general, the problem here is one of 
securing more universal fire protec- 
tion, of instituting better cutting prac- 
tices and of devoting submarginal 


} agricultural lands now in farms to 


timber production. Because of the 
productive capacity of these lands, it 
is entirely practical to grow timber 
profitably on most of them under pri- 
vete ownerships and your state for- 
ester has made decided progress in 
bettering forest conditions on private 
lands in the coastal plain. 

In the Piedmont region, which cov- 
ers approximately one-fourth of the 
land surface of the state, conditions 
are quite different. There has been 
a large agricultural development in 
this region in the past, some of it on 


‘lands which should have remained in 


timber. In addition, devastation of 
timber lands, through unwise cutting 
and uncontrolled fires, has been going 
on for many years. As a result. a 
tremendous amount of soil erosion has 
taken place and productive capacity 
has been enormously reduced. Many 
of these lands are now of little value. 
and it will take large expenditures 
to brirg them back to productivity. 
As evidence of this. I quote from sen- 
ate document No. 12 of the 73rd con- 
gress entitled a National Plan for 
American Forestry: 

“The loss of productivity on the eroded 
agricultural lands is reflected hr census 
data. These show some 63 million acres 


of farm land in the east guif drainages 
to hate Ween abandoned in the past 2 
rears.

counties. . . . On many abandoned lands 
erosion is continuing."’ 

This brief statement indicates rapid 
depletion, at least in some portions of 
the state, of its most basic and val- 
uable resource. In addition to the 
loss of value to the areas eroded, 
from which the most valuable soil is 
taken, is the damage done by depos- 
iting this eroded soil, not only where 
it is not wanted, but also where it 
does great additional. damage. Re- 
ferring to page 357 of senate docu- 
ment No. 12 of the 73rd congress: 

‘‘Erosion on such a large scale results in 
deposits of soil where they are not wanted. 
The Dunlap dam (Gainesville, Georgia), 
with a pond area of 350 acres, was com- 
pleted in 1904. The drainage area is 483 
square miles. In 26 years the reservoir was 
almost completely silted, the volume of silt 
deposit being estimated at 5,250-acre feet, 
or 202-acre feet a year. The original pond 
area of 700 acres behind Morgan falls near 
Atlanta, also completed in 1904, has been 
completely silted. The silt deposit is esti- 
mated at 16,800-ocre feet, or 646-acre feet 
a year, for a watershed of 1,300 square 
miles. Some 35,000-acre feet of silt in 
18 years has been deposited behind the 
Goat Rock dam at Columbus, Georgia, from 
a drainage of 4,530 square miles, The 
North Highland dam at Columbus and the 
New Bridge dam on the Chestatee branch 
of the Chattahoochee have been silted to 
the limit. On the basis of silting studies 
carricd out by the army engineers it is 
estimated that silting in reservoirs on the 
Chattahoochee river may be expected to pro- 
gress at the rate of 45-acre feet annually 
for each square mile of catchment area. 
Large deposits of eroded material have been 
deposited cn flooded bottom lands, in some 
instances ruining fertile lands for further 
agricultural use. The bureau of chemistry 
and soils reports some 9,000 acres of bot- 
tom lands in Stewart county, Georgia, to 
have been thus ruined.’’ 

To Minimize Erosion. 

This erosion and silting may be 
minimized by: 

(1) Placing the areas in such con- 
dition that further increase of the 
damage is stopped, and future dam- 
age is decreased as rapidly as pos- 
sible. 

(2) Gradually restoring the former 
soil fertility. 

(3) Making the land as productive 
as possible while carrying out the 
objectives under (1) and (2). . 

This solution may be obtained for 
many areas in Georgia’ by growing 
timber crops, which will represent the 
highest use of soil on those areas 
and will yield maximum benefits to 
local communities. Further convert- 
ing or reconverting land to forest 
crops appears necessary and desirable 
to prevent increase of loss in soil 
values. to glecrease damage by silt- 
in’, to maintain lumber industries, 
and te provide cheap wood products 
in the future to the farmers and 
local users. Past Studies have also 
shown that the annual growth in 
Georgia’s forests of valuable saw- 
timber size trees is about one-fourth 
the annual drain from this size tim- 
ber, and that the total annual growth 
occurring on trees of all sizes, is ap- 
proximately 70 per cent of the vol- 
ume of the annual drain from trees of 
all sizes. These facts indicate that 
in addition to the prevention of soil 
erosion, there is need for increasing 
the areas devoted to forest produc- 
tion ond management. 

The forest service has recognized 
these facts for many-years. It has 
recognized also that because of the 
extent of forest depletion and improp- 
er land use in the Piedmont region of 
Georgia, it will take larger invest- 
ments and longer time to rehabilitate 
many of these lands than private own- 
ers are willing or able to give. For 
this reason, it is believed that the 
situation can be remedied only through 
the acquisition and management by 
the public of large areas of the Pied- 
mont region. 

On the other hand, the forest serv- 
ice has no desire aggressively to ad- 
vocate federal ownership and con- 
trol of any land in Georgia against 
the desires of the state, and there 
is no inclination on the part of the 
forest service to dissent to any con- 
clusion which the people, working 
through their legislature, may make. 
If it is their conclusion that. increas- 
ed federal participation in the solu- 
tion of the forest problem through 
additional ownership and management 
of a certain proportion of the forest 
land, to be selected with due regard 
te all local interests, is desirable, 
and desired by the people of the state, 
the forest service will co-operate to 
the fullest extent possible in effécting 
such a program. If, on the con- 
trary, the people of the state con- 
clude that the problem can best be 
met by private, county, and state 
action, and that increased federal own- 
ership and management of forest lands 
is undesirable, the forest service will 
acquiesce to that conclusion. 

If the legislature modifies the pres- 
ent enabling act so that federal pur- 
chases may be made throughout your 
state, the forest service will consider, 
as funds are made available, new 
purchase units of not less than 100,- 
000 acres each, to aggregate at least 
a million acres and preferably two 
million acres in the Piedmont region, 
as well as small areas in the coastal 
plain region for demonstration puf- 
poses, 

If you desire further information on 
this subject, I shall, of course, be glad 
to place data available in this office 
at your disposal.

Editor Constitution: In this mérn- 
ing’s Constitution there appeared an 
editorial headed “The Mayor Is Right 
Again,” having reference to the may- 
or’s veto of the $212,000 fund which 
council voted to turn over to our board 
to equalize as far as possible the 
salary reduction of the board and 
other departments of the city. 

On January 1, 1934, the board of 
education had only about $19,000 
deficit, plus a textbook fund which 
council later properly assumed. The 
city had about $1,000,000 deficit at 
that time. There was a $1,300,000 con- 
tingent fund which the mayor priv- 
ileged council to budget against to 
the extent of 70 per cent, while he 
wrangled for several weeks to keep 
the schools ffrom budgeting against 
that fund to the extent of 30 per cent.

Summer Care of the Lawn

“Tt’s not a home until it’s planted” 
and a fresh, velvety g:rden lawn is 
just about as necessary to the appear- 
ance of the home as paint on tue 
framework. Grass is likewise a pro- 
tection ‘from erosion and a blanket for 
bulbs and for seeds of self-sowing 8n- 
nuals and perennials that greet us 
each spring, which need protective 
winter covering. Grass likewise acts 
as a mulch in summer, makes cooler 
and fresher atmosphere, delights the 
eye and actually purifies the air we 
breathe. 

An evergreen lawn gives the Lome 
permanent beauty, just as much as the 
evergreen shrubs used close to the 
house. No matter how elaborate the 
house and the planting around it, the 
home cannot make a pleasing appear- 
ance without this velvety evergree 
lawn. A perfect lawn “sets off” a bed 
or border of flowers, and this same 
smooth stretch of green makes tbe 
shrubbery more beautiful and effec- 
tive. 

During the past month or six weeks 
we have had only a fair amount of 
rainfall, but all the lawns in Atlanta 
have grown fairly well. In all prob- 
ability these rains will stop during 
the early part of the summer and then 
the lawns will become spotted and 
barren unless the proper summer care 
is given them. 

There is no real reason why our 
lawns should have this barren, spotted 
look except for the fact that they ‘lo 
not receive the proper summer care. 
For grass to grow properly there are 
but two requisites: the proper amvuunt 
of moisture and sufficient food. One 
of the greatest troubles with lawns in 
our section of the country is that for 
the most part they grow by main 
strength and awkwardness. Occasio.- 
ally some seeds are dumped upon the 
lawn and, at times, a bag of fertil'zer 
and if it gets very dry a light sprin- 
kling is given them. At other times the 
lawn must look out for itself. 

There are three essentials for lawn 
culture. The lawn should be reseeded. 
Lawn grass may be planted aimost 
every month in the year and it is a 
good plan to keep a little grass seed 
about the house so that the bare spots 
may be replanted as they appear. This 
may be done by breaking the surface 
of the soil with a rake and broadcast- 
ing a little seed over this spot. After 
the seed is sown the spot should be 
tamped down with the back of a shovel 
or the spot rolled. This is a much 
better plan to follow than that of en- 
tirely resowing the lawn each year. 
It is a good plan to add a bit of 
fertilizer to these spots when the grass 
seed is planted. | 

The second cultural directions for 
lawns is constant fertilization. Al- 
though the selection of the particu- 
lar kind or brand of fertilizer is im- 
portant, that is not as important as 
the constant fertilization, regardless 
of the kind or brand of fertilizer used. 
We mean by constant fertilization. 
the application of a small amount of 
fertilizer at least once every three or 
four weeks. 

There was a time when most lawn 
experts, seedsmen, and gardeners rec- 
ommended a heavy application of fer- 
tilizer about once or twice each year. 
But that time has pass@d. Because of 
the fact that grass is constantly grow- 
ing and constantly requiring more 
food, it has been found that lighter 
applications of fertilizer are particu- 
larly important during the summer 


Bootlegger Can Be Driven 
Out of Business Only 
By Cheaper Legal Liquor 


Editor Constitution: It seems out 
government leaders and citizens have 
learned that the repeal of prohibition 
to lessen drinking, crime and do away 
with the bootlegger has failed. It is 
authoritatively acknowledged we face 
the same conditions under repeal as 
we did under prohibition. 

The government in dealing with the 
problem must first see their licensed 
dispensers are protected from the boot- 
legger, who pays no license. It is a 
three-in-one game. The government, 
the bootlegger and the licensed dis- 
pensor are all after the money. The 
government says you must pay me to 
sell, the man who is financially able 
pays the government to let them sell, 
and not be molested and the so-called 
bootlegger can’t and won't pay and 
becomes a powerful competitor against 
the legalized dispenser. He robs the 
licensed dispenser of his business and 
the government of its revenue and in- 
dependently of them all runs his own 
business to make his bread and butter. 


From a comman sense and finan- 
cial standpoint the bootlegger feels 
he is entitled to sell his drink for a 
profit as the fellow who is financially 
able to pay a license to do it. If he 
can sell for a profit he is going to be 
the same bootlegger under repeal as 
be was under prohibition and herein 
lies the problem for the government to 
solve.

There was also a time when most 
lawns were fertilizer with stable 
manure. This is a very fine plant 
food since it supplies not only the 
food but the humus also. The one 
objection to stable manure is that it 
is filled with weed and wild grass 
seeds. Too, in the city, it is very 
hard to obtain and very high-priced 
when it can be obtained. 

Pulverized sheep manure is a good 
substitute for stable manure. Al- 
though this fertilizer is not high in 
food value, it is high in humus, which 
is necessary for holding moisture on 
the lawn. Bone meal is a good lawn 
fertilizer, very slow acting, but con- 
tains a large amount of lime and will 
feed the lawn, usually over a period 
of six months. For quick results, any 
of the standard advertised commercial 
fertilizers may be used and _ those 
analyzing from 10-2-2 to 12-4-4 are 
usually considered best for lawn use. 

For top dressing the lawn, sheep 
manure and bone meal should be used 
at the rate of 100 pounds to 1,000 
square feet, while the commercial fer- 
tilizers should be used at the rate of 
50 pounds to 1,000 square feet, a 
place by 50 by 20 feet. These fer- 
tilizers should be broadcast evenly 
over the entire surface after mowing 
and raking it. The lawn should then 
be rolled and watered thoroughly. By 
watering thoroughly, we mean that 
the sprinkler should stay in each spot 
for at least two hours. This is very 
important. 

The third important cultural direc- 
tion for the summer care of lawns is 
the proper watering or sprinkling. 
This should be done only in the case 
of prolonged drouth and care should 
be taken that it is very thorough. A 
light sprinkling is worse than none at 
at all. The reason for that state- 
ment is that a light sprinkling at- 
tracts the fine hair-like roots to the 
surface of the soil and, later, when 
the sun is on the lawn these fine hair- 
like roots are killed. It would be 
best to do this watering late in the 
afternoon in order that the water 
may soak into the soil thoroughly over 
night. This will keep the sun from 
scalding the grass. A thorough soak- 
ing will penetrate to the moisture in 
the soil. 

Bermuda Grass. 

June is the proper month of the 
year for sowing Bermuda grass. If 
your lawn is exposed to the full sun, 
there is no other grass that will give 
the satisfactory results that may be 
obtained from Bermuda grass. Ber- 
muda grass seed requires from three 
to four weeks for germination, ex- 
cept hulled Bermuda grass, which 
germinates in from five to 10 days. 
Both should be planted at the rate of 
three pounds to a thousand square 
feet. This seems a rather right sow- 
ing to those of you who are accus- 
tomed to planting other grasses, but 
it must be remembered that Bermuda 
grass spreads’ rapidly and, after a 
few months’ growth, a meager stand 
will cover the entire lawn. The same 
planting directions should be follow- 
ed in the case of Bermuda grass, that 
are customarily followed in the plant- 
ing of other grass seeds, and the same 
summer care should be used to secure 
best results. 

The only objection to the Bermuda 
Jack Frost, visits us in the fall, our 
green lawn turns into a brown patch. 
There is a grass that fits into this 
winter gap admirably and this ie rye 
grass. 

The proper method of sowing rye 
grass in the fall is to cut the Bermu- 
da grass as closely as possible, raking 
all the trash, rocks and dead grass 
off the lawn and broadcast the seed 
as evenly as possible and work it 
down into the Bermuda turf with 
sharp steel rake. After this has been 
done, it is best to put on a light top 
dressing of fertilizer and soak thor- 
oughly. 

he rye grass will germinate quick- 
ly, usually in about 10 days’ time, so 
that there is only a very short in- 
terval that we are without a green 
lawn. This rye grass will continue 
to grow until early summer, when it 
is killed by the heat. Of course, by 
that time the Bermuda grass lawn 
has started to grow again. 

By the combination of these two 
grasses we have obtained a most sat- 
isfactory evergreen lawn. The mae 
jor trouble with our lawns in Atlan- 
ta comes during the month of August, 
usually, and preparation for this trs- 
ing season must go on constantly 
throughout the remainder of the year. 
A careful feeding of the lawn before 
that time of the year, and the addi- 
tion of the proper amount of humus 
to the soil will assist the grass in 
going through this trying period. 

The best form of humus that may 
be obtained commercially is that prod- 
uct known as peat moss. Peat moss 
is decayed vegetable matter that has 
been arrested in this decay by the 
presence of pressure. Peat moss is 
absolutely free of weed or grass seeds 
and also free from all kinds of dis- 
ease spores. Its greatest value lies 
in its ability to hold moisture and 
improve the mechanical condition of

Historie Article. 

On July 4, 1909, an article was 
published in The Atlanta Constifution 
which prophesied the fulfillment idea 
of the “Light in the Mountains,” as 
the Tallulah Falls school is called, 
which is owned by Georgia Federa- 
tion of Women’s Clubs. The historic 
article follows, and is one that should 
be preserved by state clubwomen: 

“The Tallulah Falls, Inc. school was 
formally dedicated by the Georgia 
Federation of Women’s Clubs at 5 
o'clock on the afternoon of June 30, 
in the presence of an audience of about 
250 deeply interested persons. The

Bloodstains On Child Lead ee 


To Horror Scene and Police 
Track Small Change Killer 


By PETER LEVINS. 


HE child's face showed no 
sign of the horror he had 
witnessed. Being only 18 

months old, Billy Ells could at- 
tach no meaning to what had 
happened to his mother. He 
waddled out of the sleeping porch 
into the bedroom where his aunt 
and uncle lay asleep. 

Mrs. Florence Cannon, the aunt, 
woke up and saw Billy. She 
cautioned him to be quiet because 
his Uncle Herman wanted to sleep 
~—-it was a Sunday morning. Then 
she gathered the infant in her 
arms and drew him into the bed.

The few were still curi- 
ous. Surely the Rockefellers, as 
soundly established at money- 
making as any tribe in world his- 
tory, knew very little about “show 
business.”

Roxy has many 
friends and they would like to 
welcome him back here or almost 
anywhere.

AR-LORDS and _ bandits may 
ravage the back country, and the 
Japanese may be consolidating 
their conquest of the border prov- 
inces—but amid all of these distractions, China 
has found the time and energy to get all wrought 
up about a row between two movie actresses. 

Strictly speaking, the row isn't between the 
actresses at all, but between tueir admirers. 

Both of the actresses are Chinese. They 
appear in Chinese films, and the occidental 
world has hardly so much as heard of them. 
But they are big names in’ China, especially 
around Shanghai, and the row between their 
cohorts has grown intense. 

One of the ladies is the radiant and cele- 
brated Miss Butterfly Wu. The other is the 
equally radiant and celebrated Miss Cheng 
Y u-mei. 

The trouble all started when one of the 
newspapers in Shanghai conducted a straw bal- 
lot for the utle of “Movie Queen of 1934°— 
thus proving that the ways of the press agent 
are not entirely unknown in the ancient land of 
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4 the conclusion of this campaign the title 
: was awarded to Miss Cheng, who in pri- 
vate life is Mrs. Shao I sui-ong, wife of the 
managing director of the © nique Film Co. 
Immediately the storm arose. Most of the 
other newspapers in Shanghai jumped into the 
argument with both feet, denouncing the vote 
as a fraud and asserting stoutly mat the title 
ought to have gone to Miss Wu. They pointed 
out that a pecture, “Two Sisters,” starring 
Niss Wu, played to full houses at the Strand

[heater for two months, 

every seat being sold at 

every performance—an all-time high record 
for movie attendance in China. 

As a matter of fact, Miss Wu's popularity 
is so great, and her oriental beauty is so en 
trancing, that she is actually blamed in certain 
fanatical patriotic quarters for the loss of the 
northeastern provinces of Manchuria to Japan. 

Although it seems a bit odd, by western 
standards, to blame a mere movie actress, no 
matter how lovely, for a great military reverse, 
the Chinese patriots explain it in this way, in 
all seriousness. 

At the crucial moment in 1931, they say, 
Miss Wu was playing in Peiping. Many high 
military officials, who ought to have been bending 
every effort to preparations for war, became 
enamored of her and stayed in Peiping in order 
to be near her. They became so involved in 
love affairs that they failed to hear the rumble 
of drums and the crackle of nfle fre to the north. 


Lather these love affairs were with 
Nliss Wu herself or were love affairs with 
other maidens, inspired by the delectable pres- 
ence and personality of the actress, ts not made 
clear. But the patriots take the charges 
seriously, and zealots have several times gone 
so far as to threaten her life. 

While playing in Nanking recently, Miss 
Wu received a letter writen in human blood and 
accompanied by a lead bullet. The letter 
warned her to leave China instantly, under pen- 
alty of death. 

“Your songs and dances while appearing in 
Peiping during the start of the Manchurian 


war caused the downfall of the northern gov- 
ernment and the alienation of the border prov- 
inces, the letter asserted. ‘‘Residents of the 
capital city, however, will not listen any more 
to the voice that caused the subjugi.tion of the 
nation, nor look at your beautiful complexion 
that caused the fall of a government.”’ 

When news of this letter was first made 
public, there were those cynical enough to sug- 
gest that it was all the work of a press agent 
—proving once more that ancient China has 
not been slow to catch on to the western de- 
vice of the public relations counsel, 

However, sober observers doubt very much 
that any press agent, however energetic, would 
take such chances with the easily-aroused pas- 
sions of the fanatical Chinese patriots. Further- 
more, while Miss Wu herself disregarded the 
whole affair, officials of the movie studios went 
nearly frantic over it, and did their best to 
hush up the news of the threats. 


LITTLE while later, while appearing in 
~% Hangchow, Miss Wu was made the target 
for another attack by the patriots. This at- 
tack came from an organization rejoicing in the 
gory title of ““The Bloody Group for the Ex- 
termination of Traitors.” 

It stirred up a mob to gather outside the 
theater in which she was appearing, demand- 
ing that the beautiful movie queen stop singing 
her alluring songs and dancing her alluring 
dances during a time of national crisis. 

This was followed by a threat from the self- 
styled “‘Anti-Communist Society” of Hang- 

(Copyright. 1934, 
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chow, which delivered a warning 
to the city government that the 
theater would be bombed if Miss 
Wu were permitted to continue her 
engagement there. 

As it happened, both of these 
disturbances passed by and no espe- 
cial damage was done. The mob 
was dispersed, and the theater went 

unbombed; but the whole business showed how 
closely the figure o’ the lovely, slant-eyed movie 
actress is involved in the most burning issue of 
the day. 

Meanwhile, the rivalry between adherents of 
Miss Wu and adherents of Miss Cheng con- 
tinues unabated, and gathers much space in the 
newspapers of Shanghai. And it all demon- 
strates a thing which may be surprising to 
Americans—the fact that there actually is a 
flourishing Chinese movie industry, making 
films for Chinese audiences with Chinese casts 
and Chinese directors, and enjoying in China 


the same sort of prestige that Hollywood enjoys 


in the United States. 


O be sure, the business is by no means as 

far-flung as the American movie industry. 

Every small town in the United States has 
its movie theater, and the stars of the film world 
are as famous in remote country hamlets as 
they are in New York and Los Angeles. In 
China it is different; the little rural towns are 
still pretty primitive, and movie theaters are 
unknown in most of them. 

A good many of the films shown in China, 
naturally, are of American manufacture. Some 
of them, especially those shown in the seaports, 
where western influences are strongest, are the 
same films that American audiences see. Others 
are made exclusively for the Chinese trade, with 
Chinese actors and actresses. Two or three 
years ago a company was formed in San Fran- 
cisco for this work; others are said to be in 
existence elsewhere.

NE odd quirk of the film situation is the 
fact that films of foreign manufacture are 
likely to be subject to a much stiffer censor- 
ship than are those of Chinese origin. And one 
of the big reasons for this is—the kiss. 

An American film man who traveled clear 
across China making movies, explains as follows: 

“You have no doubt heard that heroes and 
heroines in Chinese pictures do not kiss, as 
there is no such thing as a kiss in Chinese be- 
havior.’ 

As a result of this, the censors are apt to 
cut most of the kisses out of a foreign film. 
They don’t have that problem with films of na- 
tive make, because such films contain no kisses. 

Incidentally, the film man quoted above 
casts an interesting little sidelight on the gen- 
eral subject of kissing in China. 

‘Although they don’t kiss in pictures,”’ he 
says, I must admit that these Chinese girls 
have taken the importation rather seriously. In 
fact, many of them have made a study of it, 
and might give Hollywood girls a lesson in this 
particular diversion.” 


S a matter of fact, loveemaking in China 
does not suffer from the lack of kisses. 
The Chinese, proverbially clever, have a sub- 
stitute for it which may seem extremely mild to 
westerners but which seems to have satisfied the 
Chinese for many centuries. 

“Chinese girls,’’ says the movie man, “make 
love with their hands. They kiss with them fin- 
gertips, instead of their lips. In view of the 
fact that their hands are so gracefu! and vel- 
vety, this isn’t such a bad break as you think.” 

But to get away from this interesting topic, 
and back to the general subject of movies in 
the Orient— 

Japan, like China, has been developing a 
strong moving picture industry of its own. Due 
to the fact that Japan's gener: | economic leva 
is substantially higher than that of China, the 
Japanese industry is considerably more wide- 
spread than the Chinese. 

The largest movie concern in Japan is tne 
Koichi-ku Kinema, which has its studios in the 
city of Kamata, employs 12 directors and turns 
out 24 films a year.

as her own task in life. As an aviatrix, she 
found there were no garments suited for 
women’s flying. She herself wore the mascu- 
line aviation costume, finding it uhcom-

This caused her to reflect upon the 
women’s dress situation, with the result that 
she has proceeded to design a new sort of apparel 
—combining style with freedom and efficiency. 

But her spoken argument against a “return 
to the home’ was ot a different, more far- 
reaching trend. 

“For women to retire from active life,” she 
said gravely, “would be to forfeit the splendid 
new understanding between the sexes. 

“No women who has not worked for a living 
can possibly understand the weariness and 
worries of a man who slaves all day in an office. 

“And no man who has never washed a dish, 
scrubbed a floor or cared for a baby can possibly 
understand what drudgery and nerve-strain 
women have always undergone. — 

“When they share each other’s everyday 
tasks, when the woman learns what it is to run a 
desk, and a man learns what it is to do house- 
work, you begin to get mutual sympathy. In the 

true home, I believe both man and wife should 
work for a living. And both should help op- 
erate the household. It means unity.” 

Then Miss Earhart produced her final, 
clinching argument. She neatly reduced “Dis- 
gusted Male’s’ whole position to an absurdity. 

“If he and the other men are to send us 
back to the kitchen,” she smiled, ‘“‘they’ll have 
to give us work to do. Homes used to be 
factories. 

‘“‘Women in the home did a tremendous 
amount. They cooked all the food, ground the 
flour, wove the family textiles, did all the 
washing and ironing, preserved all the fruits 
and vegetables, baked their own 
bread, made every stitch of cloth- 
ing that they and their families 
wore, delivered each other’s babies, 
nursed the sick. 

“Who does these things 
now? In very large part,

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NO. 50.—“Moses Views the Promised Land From Mount Nebo.”—Deuteronomy, the fifth and last book of the Pentateuch, or the books of 
Moses, as the first five books of the Old Testament are often designated, contains a body of law given in the fortieth year of the Israelites’ 
wanderings, and consists mainly of three addresses given by Moses in that year, which was the last year of his own life. The first address, 
Deuteronomy i-iv, is introductory, reminding the people of their deliverance from Egyptian bondage, of God’s guidance and protection in their 
wanderings, and their frequent ingratitude, together with a warning and an exhortation to obedience, so as to secure the inheritance now 
within reach.

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NO. 51-—“Joshua Leads the Israelites Across the Jordan.”—With the book of Joshua, which carries on the history of the Israelites from the 
death of Moses, commences what usually are termed the Historical Books, containing the higtory of the Israclite people during the three 
greet periods of their national life: First, as a confederation of independent tribes united by religion and blood; second, as a me hy, sep- 
arated after three generations into two distinct kingdoms; third, as tributary to foreign invaders. Joshua's name was substituted by Moses 
fer Joshua's earlier name, Hoshea, on the occasion of sending out the spies who searched the land of Canaan. He first appears as a milit 
captain at Rephidim on the occasion of the attack of the Amalckites, is mentioned as Moses’ minister at the giving of the Law at Mount Sinai, 
and om the death of Moses is appointed as leader of the people (Numbers xxvii), entrusted with the task of conducting them into the Prom- 
ised Land. The Book of Joshua first deals with the conquest of the land of Canaan west of the Jordan. Joshua ii tells the story of Rahab, 
the Jeriche harlot who sheltered two spies sent out by the Israelites. These two emissaries returned with reports that the inhabitants of 
Canaan were afraid, and Joshua decided to cross the Jordan river and proceed inte the land. “And it came te pass, when the people removed 
from their tents, to pass over Jordan, and the priests bearing the ark of the covenant before the people; And as they that bere the ark 
were come unto Jordan, and the feet of the priests that bere the ark were come dipped in the brim of the water (for Jordan overfloweth all 
his banks all the time of harvest); That the waters which came down from above stood and rose up upon a heap very far from the city 
Adam. that is beside Zaretan; and those that came down toward the sea of the plain, even the salt sea, failed, and were cut off: and the people 
passed over right against Jerigho. And the priests that bere the ark of the covenant of the Lerd stood firm on dry ground, in the midst 
of Jordan, and all the Israciites passed over on dry ground, until all the people were passed clean over Jordan.” Joshua iii, 14-17.

ome Culbertson on Contract <-- 


FORCING PARTNER TO SPEAK. 


BY ELY CULBERTSON. 


World’s Champion Player and Greatest Card Analyst. 


HEN an opponent opens 
the bidding and a plaver 
\ \ finds himself with five 


honor-tricks, it is almost certain 
that his partner’s hand will be 
blank or nearly so. It is thus 
necessary to convey a picture of 
this great strength by something 
more than a mere overcall, and 
on many types of hands the only 
good call available is a takeout 
double, which may be followed in 
the later stages of bidding, if that 
course appears wise, by a jump 
bid in the player’s own strongest 
suit. In any event, hands of this 
type require special treatment 50 
that the best result in bidding 
may be reached. 


The hand below not only pre- 
sented an unusual bidding prob- 
lem, in which South felt com- 
pelled to respond with a thrve- 
card suit to his partner’s repeated 
takeout double, but an interesting 
‘playing problem as well.

North and South vulnerable. 

1—This is much better than any 
other call available to North. 
The presence of two spades in 
the hand prevents the use of 
the immediate overcall in the 
opponents’ suit. 

2—Fast’s purpose of course was 
simply to make very difficult 
the exchange of information 
between his vulnerable oppo- 
nents. 

3—North still insists upon a re- 
sponse. He is anxious to know 
whether his partner prefers 
hearts or diamonds. 

4—Inasmuch as a double of one 
major is ordinarily predicated 
upon strong support for the 
other major, South decides to 
show his three-card heart suit 
headed by the queen rather 
than his three-card diamond 
suit ‘headed by the seven. He 
is. of course, unhappy about 
the whole situation, but his 
partner apparently remorse- 
lessly wishes to drive him over 


a precipice. 
§—While North well realizes the 
probable weakness of South's 


hand, he feels that the gamble 
is well worth while. 


In the play West won two spade 
tricks, and then switched to clubs. 
When South saw the dummy he 
had some hope, but realized that 
if he was to fulfill his contract 
he could afford to lose only a 
single diamond trick. The great 
trouble with his own hand was a 
lack of entries. This was possi- 
ble in case the diamond ace, as 
appeared from the bidding, was in 
the West hand. If East held that 
card, the contract must be defeat- 
ed in any event. The question 
then was how to be able to enter 
the closed hand twice. There 
were but two possible entries, the 
queen of hearts, a certain entry, 
and the nine of hearts, an entry 
if East held the ten. 


South first played the ace of 
hearts from dummy, hoping that 
the ten might drop. When this 
did not happen, a small heart was 
led, and South boldly finessed the 
nine. When this held, the pros- 
pect of success appeared very 
bright. A diamond was led. and 
West, refusing to aid the declarer, 
played small. The king in dum- 
my won the trick, and South now 
returned to his hand by the lead 
of another round of hearts. This 
was won with the queen. When 
South led another diamond, West 
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won with the ace, seeing that a 
further hold-up would be futile. 
Thus played, South fulifilled his 
contract. 

It is, of course, apparent that 
had West, and not East, held the 
heart 10, South would have lost 
not only a heart trick but in ad- 
dition two diamonds, but the 
value of the vulnerable game was 
worth taking a chance. 

The son of one of the members 
of Crockford’s Club was in New 
York for his Easter vacation. 
Deeming bridge to be a necessary 
ingredient of a well-rounded, lib- 
eral education, the father brought 
the youngster up to the third floor 
to watch the experts’ game. ASs 
fate would have it, the young man 
found a seat in back of Raymond 
Balfe, where, for between 15 min- 
utes and half an hour, he rest- 
lessly watched the game and was 
treated to an assortment of bid- 
ding gymnastics such as only Mr. 
Balfe can perpetuate. Finally, on 
one occasion Mr. Balfe bid one 
diamond with a singleton in that 
suit. This bid was followed by 
three passes and Mr. Balfe was 
forced to play the hand at one 
diamond with four trumps in the 
combined hands, going down three 
tricks vulnerable when he could 
have made a nice port-score in 
his best suit.
